H* admitted then 
that he was the oldest living bishop 
in America, but questioned the asser- 
tion that he was the senior bishop in 
the world. 


Owe f wan Finally ot Itcacwen. 
Bishop Garrett waa born November 


4. 1832. in Lucan, County Sligo. Ire- 
land, where his great-grandfather, his 
grandfather and his father, over » 
period of ISO years, bad successively 
presided over Ballymore parish there. 


A brother, the Rev. John -Garrett. 


rector of Moss Side church. Manches- 
ter. England, died in the pulpit .while 
preaching hi* farewell sermon. Three 
other brethtrs studied for the church, 
two Of them dylng'ln the service and 
one being accidentally klUed at th* 
flnlah of hta accleaJastlcal studies.
